Views of a Kentuckian*. Letter from 
Judge Howling, of Logan County. 

The following letter to Judge Bo.vling, 
ot Log;iu county, elicited a reply which 
will be read with the greatest interest, es- 
pecially by those who have known him in 
the Third District.

C. Bnirlim ] — bear Sir : — Our be- 
loved country is now convulsed politically, 
financially, and in every other possible 
way that man can conceive of, and it very 
naturally occurs to the mind of every 
thinking person — What is to become of 
us? What must we, as Kentuckians do? 
Doubtless some have matured plans where- 
by we can lie relieved in a pecuniary point 
of view; but few, we suppose, have as yet 
arrived at any standpoint whereby our 
glorious Uuiou may be preserved. 

Already several of tbe states have seceded, 
audit is thought that very soon all thc Cot- 
ton States will go out of the Union. Bhiiubl 



the event of a dissolution of thc Union, 
we would forsake our national al- 
lies and form new alliances with them, 
in other words, should the Union be 
dissolved, we of the Border States would 
go with the North, and I very shrewdly 
suspect from recent developments from 
high sources, that there may be a few even 
in old Kentucky who are entertaining the 
treacherous thought, in such an event, of 
transferring us to the North. But I as 
shrewdly suspect that most of this class 
will find themselves in such a hopeless mi- 
nority, that when the tug of war shall 
come, if come it must, they will be found 
seeking safety in their native North. 

Be this, however, as it may, certainly the 
course of the Border States lias show n at 
least that the South is divided against it- 
self, aud the North, relying upon the weak- 
ness of the South by reason of this divi-

repeated wrongs. Besides presuming upon 
their strength and our weakness, they grew 
more aud more defiant, until now, when 
the whole country is about beiBg involved 
in civil strife, and to avert which patriots 
everywhere arc putting forth all their ef-

We infer from a remark made hy Mr. 
Whitaker iu the Senate this morning, 
thal tbe SubiLissiouists are willing to go 
on the record fairly; but we regret that 
they succeeded iu cvadfig, for the present 
at least, a vote on Rhev’s resolution. Gen- 
tlemen cannot long dodge the question by 
talking boldly about drawing a line be- 
tween the friends and tbe enemies of thc 
Union. That question is not before the 
people. The Uuion had no enemies iu 
Kentucky. All were for the Constitution 
and the Union ; and those who boasted 
loudest of their loyalty to these, werenot, 
perhaps, more devoted to them than others 
who did not ieel tiiat it was necessary to 
claim as a peculiar virtue sentiments and 
feelings they knew were common to their 
fellow-citizens of all parties. 

But the Coustitutiou is trampled under 
foot, and violated with persistcut deter- 
mination on every possible occasion, by 
a portion of the Confederated Btatcs. — 
Another portion, holding that a contract 
violated on one side is a contract binding on 
none, have solemnly withdrawn from the 
Union. 

Thc Constitution is n dead letter; but 
made such by no act of Kentucky. Tlie 
Union no longer exists; but it was not de- 
stroyed by Kentucky. Our noble aud loyal 
State deplores one and tbe other; hut 
facts which are patent to the world cannot 
he iguored at thc will of politicians. These 
are facts, and Senator* and Representa- 
tives must act on them. They cannot 
plead ignorance iu mitigation of the re- 
cord they are. making. That record will 
rise up in judgment against them, not 
next month or next year alone, but wliilc 
they live and thc journals of thc Legisla- 
ture exist. 

The Uuion is dissolved, and it cannot lie 
re.-.torcd by resolutions and spread-eagle 
speeches, and loud and meaningless pro- 
fessions. 

Tbe Union is dissolved, and thc question 
is not between tbe friends and the ene- 
mies of thc Union.

The Union is broken up; Kentucky most 
go with one section or the orther; and the 
question is between tlioso who thiuk 
she should go with those wtiose insti- 
tutions and interests are identical with 
her own, or with those who have warred 
on the 011 c, aud endeavored to destroy thc 
other. Two Confederacies will bc formed; 
aud members of the Legislature must say 
whether they arc going with thc Free State 
Confederacy, or with the Slave State Con- 
federacy. It is to he regretted that the 
gentleman from Shelby and his associates 
did not withdraw their motions to refer the 
resolutions of Mr. Rhea, and those from U 10 
House against coercion, and let the ayes 
and noes on a direct vote on their passage 
show where Senators stand. 

But the record will be made up; aud tbe 
people will soon know what their repre- 
sentatives have done. 

Tlie House Committee on Federal Kt la 
lions .will report to-morrow, and discus- 
sion will commence in earnest. Two or 
more reports are expected.

begun. I lay it down a* a proposition sus- 
ceptible of mathematical demonstration — 
and I believe it is the only purely political 
question that I have ever known suscepti- 
ble of such solution — that otic of three al- 
ternatives must bc adopted before this 
question will or can be thus settled. There 
must be a change in the sentiment of the 
people North with reference to slavery; or 
its abolition South; or a dissolution of thc 
Union. Harsh as these remedies may ap- 
pear to those of us who love the Union, 
still, one or the other must bu submitted 
to, whether we wilt it or not. It ig, indeed, 
a choice of evils, but thc choice we must 
make, or have inexorable circumstances 
make it for us. 

At tlie formation of our Federal Union 
there were thirteen States — twelve slave 
and but one free— their relative strength 
being therefore tw elve to one. In the course 
of about seventy-three years that relation 
has been entirely changed, so that w;> now 
have eighteen Free States and fifteen Slave 
States — the Free Stales having increased 
seventeen and the Slave States but three in 
number within a period of seventy-three 
year*. Now, with the same ratio of in- 
crease hy thc Free over the Slave States, 
what length of time will it require to give 
to tlie Free three-fourths of all the Slates 
of the Union? This, by the simple mathe- 
matic >1 rule of progression, can lie deter- 
mined with more than prophetic certain- 
ty. And it will result at a much earlier 

day than the simple MaMaasI of this 
proposition indicates, unless wc take into 
consideration thc accelerated ratio of in- 
crease resulting from the compounding 
of causes, just as interest upon a note ac- 
cumulates, with a greatly accelerated ratio 
of increase as it approaches maturity, by 
compounding it at stated period*. 

Now, if this proposition he uue, and I 
think it cannot be successfully eon tro- 
ver led, at no very distant day the North, 
or Free States, will possess the political

Be it ordained by the people of the State of 
Hitnstippi, ot Convention Assembled. That 
all citizens of the l nited States domiciled 
within this State on the adoption of the 
ordinance of secession, viz: Janaary 9th, 
1861, be regarded as citizens of Mississippi* 
entitled to all the rights and privilege*, 
and subject to oil the liabilities incident 
thereto: And be it further ordered that all 
free white persons born within the limira 
of thc United state*, or made citizens 
thareof by naturalization or treat v, coming

We Arc in the midst of a mighty revolu- 
tion.

Federal Council*. Ii ia in vain you tell 
them that million* of freemen can never 
he subjugated— that free Sutes'filled with 
brave and loyal men cannot be “whipped," 
as naughty children are, by any power — 
that having deliberately and in the lace 
of the world resolved on their course, 
and appealed to God to witness the integ- 
rity of their intention*, and solemnly 
pledged “their lives and fortunes and 
sabred honors" to the maintenance of their 
indejicndeneo, South Carolina, Florida, 
Mississippi, Alabama, and Georgia are not 
members of the Confederacy. It i' in vain 
ihey are conjured to abandon a policy 
which strengthens the binds of the ene- 
mies of the South and alieuates front it' 
those whom God and nature designed 
should be out friends : all is in vain, for 
the British King and his short sighted min- 
isters were not more blind aad ohdurali 
than arr our Federal rulers and tlici 
friends in the Slave States. It may, take * 
seven years war to establish the indepen- 
dence of the seceding Slates aud to open 
the eye* of Northern fanaticism; l.utonr 
forefathers fought and bled for liberty, 
aud those who arc worthy to enjoy it are 
ready to follow their example.

The otlirr ds.v, Tt published somciLir^ 

; ibout Il^tori from a Florence correspon- 
dent, and add a few more interesting ex- 
tracts respecting the great Italian actress 
R is tori is exaggerated This fault !e 
probably ii* ine, &uii therefore partly ex- 
cusable,* to her almost constantly periurru- 
ing before- toreigu audiences who have no 
Lnow ledge wl the Italian language, and in 
consequence she is tempted to interpret 
her author in pantomime, which really is 
most u ondcrfnl and comprehensive. Still, 
once lesorting to excessive action leads 
to a melodrama tit style, which, however 
acceptable to Ktisdish uud French, who d»- 
inaiid a key to nuiutcUigiblc words, must 
necessarily be severely criticized by Italians 
and tlu«e acquainted with Italian, to 
whom the language isno mystery. And w lien 
Italians object to gesticulation, which is 
one of their great characteristics, you inav 
be very sure that It i* more than supera- 
bundant. 

Ristor is artful in her art, and therefore 
not the highest order of dramatic genius ; 
nevertheless, she is probably the first of 
living actresses. Certainly. England and 
America have uo one in the least compara- 
ble to her, aud her acting never tails to 
give infinite pleasure. "Giuditta" .md 
-Medea” are considered the characters she 
host portrays. The former tragedy, foun- 
ded on a w’ell-kuowen Scriptural -abject. 
Is » hue production of Giacometti, a Ge- 
noese poet, aud though it cau not take a 
high rank in literature, is vorv effective 
upon the -tage. It was written for Kistori, 
and therefore is adapted lo the displaying 
of her peculiarities. 

The scenes where “Giuditta" determin- 
ed to go to the camp of “llolo fe rne s ” and 
slit the arch enciuv of her tribe; where, 
upon up|>eariug before him In all the splen 
d ->r of her 1-eauty. highteii'-d by gorgeous 
dressing, elu quells his auger by fascina- 
ting him with the most marvelously aa- 
sumed cxpttasion of seductive love;’tinal- 
ly. where, before completing her ven- 
geance, she fears her inability to accom- 
plish the self-imposed deed; Ihc de-pair 
whice overwhelms her, when ujsm -ci/.ing 
Holofcrues's seinictar, the only weapon 
upon which she can rely to execute the 
bloody work, she is unable lo lift its im- 
mense weight — the unexpecUdappourance 
of Holofcrues’s mistress, with the iuteii- 
t ion of murdering her rival, whose pres- 
ence hastened the moment of exultation, 
when the sclmctor becomes light aa air, 
and waving it aloft, “Giuditta - rushes to 
the barbarian's cour-h aud slays him— all 
arc bit.- of t remeudous acting. 

In Medea she depicts more varied emo- 
tion- and with equal power. Admirable 
arc h< r transitions from vengeance to love, 
from love to pathos, and wrben maternal 
fadings are c lip-edbyalovcr shat*, nd ie- 
talialion, she looks the very |<ersoniti< a- 
tion of the heathen tigress, “Medea.’ - 
Horribly natural is It i- tori’- |«irtiaynl of 
"Myrrh*,* in Altieri’s tragedy of thai tnoat 
:tl»oiniii*o|e of heathen subjects. Alficri 
materially alters mythology hv making 
“MyirUa - guilty in thought only. Tiirough 
four long nets »Ue depict* the otic dreadful 
pa-sion <>f incestuous love for her father, 

* hiehahe struggles against, for which she 
ha tec herself, but to which she is doomed 
by Venus, under whose curse she lives and 
dies. I' ht u h«-r father, “Cinsras, - ’ forces 
her in the lart act, to reveal to him the 
cause of her mysterious suderiug, and ln-r 
rindieiitc tempter forces her to disclose 
her criuie in these insinuating words : 

* Oh moire mis f.-Kec ’ alnv-n eouceM.i 
A H sara— Hi tuyrir— »l Itie flauca." 
i Ah. too happy is my mother: at least it 
will he permitted to berto die by lliyside.) 
the expitwsion of Kistori - . face and her de- 
livery ol - these two lines, poaitivcly made 
one's Mood run cold : and the gesture 
which the dying girl directed to hoi lather, 
mil lining him lo conceal from her mother 
her impious revelation, w a* worthy of be- 
ing pc tj •■mated In marble. 

Not* itlurtAndlug the literary merit of 
Myrrha.and Ri -tori'- accurate conception 
of her rburaeier, the tragedy should bo 
banished from the stage, tor it cau be pro- 
ductive of uo good, and only tills the au- 
dience with horror and di-gtist. It is a 
wonderful '!■ j‘;v on tin pari of Ri»- 
tori. whie'i must l« quite a* repulsive to 
herself a- to h< r audica. c.

Washington, Jan. 34. 

llorSE. — The House resumed the consid- 
eration of the Post route bill.

Indiana legislature. 

Indianapolis, Jan. 33.— The Senate jkiss- 
ed tin. following resolutions reported by 
the Committee on Federal Relations, by a 
vote of 21) to 8 — two Democrats Voting with 
the Republicans: 

Ureal ved. That as wc have not in the past 
contributed in any degree to bring about a 
slate ol things which threatens to result 
in overwhelming calamity and unparalleled 
crime, vyc will not hereafter do any act or 
arts which will tend to weaken the bonds 
ol this l uioti, to violate the Constitution, 
oi to opjxyse or otherwise interfere with 
any laws passed under or by authority of 
the same. 

/leeolcrd, That the maintenance of the 
rights of the States, and especially the right

l ten l 'Tit, That all firm, wise, dignified, 
and patriotic measures, having for their 
object the preserva: ion of the U’niou and 
the maintenance o! national uuthority 
uuderthe Constitution, whether adopted 
by the President or his Administration, 
should be sustained with firmness and de* 
termination; and in liehair of the people 
of the State of Indiana, we freely pledge 
to the Federal Government whatever ol 
power and purpose a loyal and patriotic 
Slate should contribute iu an effort to pre- 
serve the only Government on earth w here- 
in rights constituted the foundation of its 
law and they measure of its civil authorin'.
